Our GCSE pupils ‘are 
not choosing university’

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HIGH-ACHIEVING GCSE students 
in Haverhill are less likely to go to 
university than others in the Cam¬ 
bridge area, new research has re¬ 
vealed. 

Haverhill North and Haverhill 
East are in the bottom tenth of elec¬ 
toral wards nationally in terms of 
the gap between GCSE attainment 
and university attendance. 

The figures, produced by the 
Higher Education Funding Coun¬ 
cil for England, rank wards across 
England in terms of the gap be¬ 
tween the number of young people 
that might be expected to go to uni¬ 
versity based on their GCSE results 
and the number that actually do go 
on to higher education. 

The researchers have grouped all 
wards nationally into 10 “deciles” 
based on how likely high-achieving 
students are to go to university. 

In Haverhill East, where the 
town’s Samuel Ward Academy is 
based, the percentage gap between 
expectation and attainment is 6.2 
per cent. In Haverhill North, where 


Castle Manor Academy is based, 
the figure is 6.1 per cent. 

Howard Lay, chair of the Samuel 
Ward Academy Trust, which runs 
Samuel Ward Academy, said that 
family background and culture play 
a big part in whether students go 


into higher education. 

He said: “It’s to do with a history 
of attending university in the family 
and around confidence and devel¬ 
oping that sense of expectation. 

“If the expectation isn’t in the 
family, then the school’s got a re¬ 


sponsibility to do that.” 

He said that at schools in the 
Samuel Ward Academy Trust, out¬ 
reach activities such as trips to uni¬ 
versities and publishing a magazine 
of students’ best work are used to 
encourage high achievers to con¬ 
sider university. 

A spokesperson for Castle Manor 
Academy said: “We provide a wide 
range of access activities and our 
students who apply to university 
have a good success rate. We en¬ 
courage all students to follow the 
path that is right for them.” 

Other nearby areas in the low¬ 
est decile include Eriswell and the 
Rows and Great Heath, both in For¬ 
est Heath, as well as Soham South 


and Hardwick and Bar Hill in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

Godmanchester and Queen Ed¬ 
ith in Cambridge city are the only 
wards in the Cambridge area in the 
top decile nationally, with 8.4 per 
cent and 7.9 per cent respectively 
more students than might be an¬ 
ticipated going to university. 

Anglia Ruskin University’s sen¬ 
ior outreach officer Marc Rothera 
said: “This data suggests that there 
are some areas of our region where 
people are not fully informed about 
the education choices available to 
them. Whilst we recognise univer¬ 
sity isn’t for everyone, and there are 
other opportunities out there, we 
will be using this new data to help 
guide our outreach activity and en¬ 
sure young people are aware of the 
benefits of further study.”

Cash news ‘won’t 
save front desk’ 


CUTS to the police service 
are set to be millions of 
pounds less than originally 
thought - but the front desk 
of Haverhill police station 
will still close. 

Suffolk Constabulary an¬ 
nounced last week that its 
savings target - currently 
£20.5million - is likely to be 
reduced by several million 
pounds after new informa¬ 
tion from the Home Office. 

The force received de¬ 
tailed funding informa¬ 
tion on December 17, after 
Chancellor George Osborne 
announced in November 
that police funding would 
be protected in the next 
round of government cuts. 

The precise figures will 
not be announced until Jan¬ 
uary, but Suffolk Police are 
planning on using the extra 
money on recruitment. 

Temporary Chief Con¬ 
stable Gareth Wilson said: 
“[The] news from the Home 
Office was far better than we 
had anticipated and has had 
a significant impact on our 
budgeting and savings re¬ 
quirement over the next few 
years.”

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He said that the force 
would now be able to lift a 
two-year freeze on recruit¬ 
ment significantly earlier 
than expected. 

The news comes after 
significant cuts to the force 

- including axing 68 PCSO 
roles - were announced. 

Suffolk Police say that 
they will now axe fewer po¬ 
lice officer jobs, but that the 
other cuts will go ahead as 
planned in April. This in¬ 
cludes closing the front desk 
at Haverhill police station 

- and many others across 
the county - to the general 
public. 

Only the front desks at Ip¬ 
swich, Lowestoft and Bury St 
Edmunds police stations are 
set to remain open. 

Temporary Chief Consta¬ 
ble Wilson said: “A signifi¬ 
cant savings requirement 
still remains, and of equal 
importance is the need for 
us to re-design to suit the 
challenges we face today. 
Our demand has changed 


and we need to be structured 
in a way that enables us to 
respond to the demands of 
today and the challenges 
of the future so that we can 
continue to keep our com¬ 
munities safe.” 

Before the Home Office 
funding news emerged, 
Suffolk Police confirmed 
that the number of PCSOs 
at Haverhill Police Station 
would be reduced from 
eight to five. They were un¬ 
able to confirm whether this 
would still be the case in 
light of the new funding in¬ 
formation. 

On December 14, Haver¬ 
hill Town Council decided 
to invite Temporary Chief 
Constable Wilson and police 
and crime commissioner 
Tim Passmore to be quizzed 
about the cuts. 

A date for the meeting is 
still being arranged.

Crossing delivered, but 
campaigner ‘disappointed’

A PEDESTRIAN crossing 
which residents have been 
campaigning for for years 
has finally been delivered - 
but one campaigner is not 
satisfied. 

Haverhill resident Ron 
Davies said they should have 
installed a layby for the bus¬ 
es to use to increase safety 
for people getting off. 

And he is also annoyed 
that the new bus shelter was 
left lying in a ditch before be¬ 
ing erected and so “is abso¬ 
lutely filthy”. 

Mr Davies was one of 
those who campaigned for 
three years for a crossing, 
afte witnessing a boy nearly 
run over on the A1307 out¬ 
side Sainsbury’s. 

He wanted to see a pedes¬ 
trian crossing installed on 
the 40mph road, as buses 
from Cambridge stop op¬ 
posite the supermarket and 
people - including school- 
children - were often taking 
risks as they crossed to get to 
the shop. 

The campaign garnered 
support from county coun¬ 
cillors, who provided fund¬ 
ing for it from their highways 
budgets, and from local 
residents. One of the lat¬ 
est people to add her voice 
to the fight was 15-year-old 
Kedington schoolgirl Ellen 
Parrett, who wrote a letter 
to Haverhill town council 
highlighting how dangerous 
the area is just weeks before 
work on the crossing was 
due to start. 

After over three years of 
campaigning, the crossing 
has finally been delivered, 
providing a safer way to 
cross the busy A-road. 

“I’m really, really pleased 
it’s been done,” said Clare 
county councillor Mary Ev¬ 
ans, who has been pushing 
for the crossing. “For me it’s 
about the people coming in 
from the villages, who I rep¬ 
resent. It’s going to make it 
safer to cross the road.”

lor Tony Brown added that 
it was “absolutely brilliant 
news”. 

But Mr Davies said he was 
“very, very disappointed”. 

He says that the lack of a 
lay-by for buses to pull into 
means it is still unsafe for 
schoolchildren getting off. 

“Why they haven’t put a 
lay-by there I can’t under¬ 
stand,” he said. “The bus 
should come off the road.” 

He is concerned about the 
bus stopping amid heavy 
traffic which will include 
large lorries travelling to¬ 
wards Cambridge. 

He had wanted a lay-by to 
the right of the crossing so 
that people could get off the 
bus and turn left to cross the 
road. 

Mr Davies was also an¬ 
noyed that the bus shelter 
was dirty because it was left 
“lying in a ditch” while the 
works were going on and 
wasn’t cleaned before being 
put up. “It was absolutely 
filthy,” he said. 

Cllr Tony Brown said that 
he had raised the possibility 
of a lay-by at the stop with 
the Suffolk Highways team 
but was told that buses often 
have difficulty pulling out of 


lay-bys on busy roads. 

A spokesperson for Suffolk 
Highways said: “A separate 
bus layby was never in the 
plans for the crossing, how¬ 
ever the bus stop has moved 
slightly further up the road 
where buses are able to pull 
in to pick up and drop off 
passengers safely.” 

Cllr Brown went on: “The 
only slight fly in the oint¬ 
ment was that the bus shel¬ 
ter wasn’t clean.” 

Cllr Brown said he had 
been told the delay in clean¬ 
ing was due to a different 
team being responsible for 
the upkeep of the bus stop. 

A spokesperson for Suffolk 
Highways, said: “Following 
the installation of the pedes¬ 
trian crossing before Christ¬ 
mas, the bus shelter is due to 
be cleaned within the next 
week.” 

The crossing was original¬ 
ly set to be delivered in the 
summer, but it was put back 
due to a delay in the design 
process.

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Vomiting prisoners hospitalised 


FOUR prisoners at HMP 
Highpoint in Stradishall were 
taken to hospital after an 
incident on Sunday. 

The Prison Service are 
launching an investigation 
into the incident, which the 
BBC reported involved eight 
prisoners getting into an 
unlocked medicine cabinet. 

Eight prisoners - who 
were all conscious and 
breathing - were treated 


by the ambulance service 
for symptoms including 
"vomiting and patients being 
pale and clammy and not 
alert." 

The ambulance service had 
been called at 5.25pm and 
sent four ambulance crews, 
a rapid response vehicle, an 
ambulance officer, a HART 
and a volunteer doctor. 

Three of the eight 
prisoners treated were taken 


to West Suffolk Hospital and 
one of them was taken to 
Addenbrooke's Hospital. 

They were all returned to 
custody the following day. 

A spokesperson for the 
Prison Service said: "An 
investigation is ongoing 
into an incident at HMP 
Highpoint on Sunday. 

"We are clear that action 
will be taken against those 
involved."

Paul’s business grows - 
with some milky stockings 



A HAVERHILL company 
has taken over the distri¬ 
bution of a unique prod¬ 
uct - compression stock¬ 
ings made out of milk. 

The unusual items 
come packaged in old- 
fashioned milk cartons 
and are now being sold 
by Haverhill resident 
and former nurse Paul 
Moore, who runs online 
compression stocking 
emporium Compres- 
sion.Solutions. 

He says that there is 
only one factory which 
can make the socks, 
which are called milk- 
teds. A protein is ex¬ 
tracted from milk using 
a chemical reaction, and 
it is then spun into yarn. 

He went on: “When 
World War Two broke out 
all the men went off to 
war and all the wool was 
made into soldiers’ uni¬ 
forms.” 

He said that the people 
who were left behind had 
a shortage of wool for 
clothes, but a lot of extra

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milk because the men 
weren’t there to drink it. 

“Some either genius or 
insane person said: ‘We 
have got all this milk, 
we’ve got to do some¬ 
thing with it,’ So the peo¬ 
ple who were left behind 
made clothes from milk 
fibres,” Paul said. 

He said the milk fibres 
fell out of fashion after 
the war, but the fabric 
has some unique ben¬ 
efits because it is both 
natural and man-made. 

He said that because it 
is man made it can wick 
sweat away from the 
foot, which is good for 
people with conditions 
such as diabetes, who 
need to keep their feet 
dry. 

He went on: “Because 
it’s natural, it’s anti-bac- 
terial and anti-fungal.” 


He said that clinical 
trials were taking place 
to find out if there was 
any truth in the claim 
that the milky fabric ac¬ 
tually moisturises the 
wearer’s legs. 

The socks can be used 
to relieve tiredness, and 
treat swelling, spider 
veins and mild varicose 
veins. 

Paul - who has 40 years 
of nursing experience - 
was approached by the 
manufacturers of milk- 
teds a few months ago 
about selling the stock¬ 
ings, and has now taken 
on their distribution. 

He has been running 
Compression.Solutions 
for 11 years. 

Paul says that people 
often express disbelief 
when they hear about 
the milkteds. 

“It’s always an excel¬ 
lent conversation start¬ 
er,” he said.

Charge to empty 
brown bins is set 


A FIGURE has been set for a 
controversial new charge on 
garden waste collection. 

From the spring, Haver¬ 
hill residents and people 
across West Suffolk are set 
to pay an annual subscrip¬ 
tion of £40 if they want to 
have their brown bins col¬ 
lected. 

A spokesperson for West 
Suffolk councils said: “Be¬ 
cause of budgetary con¬ 
straints, from April 1, 2016, 
garden waste collection 
in Forest Heath and St Ed- 
mundsbury will change to a 
subscription service. 

“This means that resi¬ 
dents will pay an annual 
fee to continue to have 
their brown bin emptied. 
Both councils have agreed 
in principle to a fee of £40, 
subject to updates on the 
creation of the West Suffolk 
scheme.” 

The charge has been in¬ 
troduced after cuts in fund¬ 
ing from Suffolk County 
Council. 

The West Suffolk councils 
would have had to find an 
extra £500,000 in order to 
continue providing the ser- 
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vice for free. 

In spite of a number of 
councillors voicing con¬ 
cerns, the idea to introduce 
a charge was approved by St 
Edmundsbury’s full council 
on September 22. 

Haverhill councillor Tony 
Brown said in response 
to the latest news: “I don’t 
agree with any charge for 
the brown bins. I think it’s 
just cost shunting from the 
county council. The county 
council have shunted the 
cost down to the borough 
and they have got to make 
cuts.” 

The decision to set the 
subscription charge at £40 
took into account other 
councils’ experience, the 
impact on the budget and 
how payments could be 
made as efficient as possi¬ 
ble. 

Similar charges made by 
other councils in the East of 
England range from £39 in 
Peterborough to £51.60 in 
Great Yarmouth. 


The councils intend to 
review the scheme within 
three years. 

One of councillors’ con¬ 
cerns about the charge is 
that it will cause a drop in 
sustainable disposal of gar¬ 
den waste, with people in¬ 
stead opting to dispose of it 
alongside regular waste or 
to fly-tip it. 

Cllr Brown said: “It just 
doesn’t encourage people to 
do the right thing. Suffolk is 
supposed to be the greenest 
county.” 

The councils intend to 
encourage home compost¬ 
ing and use of waste recy¬ 
cling centres as they intro¬ 
duce the charge. 

The next update on the 
scheme will be made at a 
joint meeting of the perfor¬ 
mance and audit scrutiny 
committees of both coun¬ 
cils on January 28.

Class move to raise cash for charity 


A CAMPAIGNER is urging res¬ 
idents to help keep refugees 
warm this winter - using yarn 
and knitting needles. 

Haverhill Knit for Peace is 
an organisation that uses the 
knitting of local people to 
keep warm those who need 
it most, from sick children to 
refugees. 

The organisation - which is 
a branch of a national charity 
- was set up three years ago 
by local resident Greta Palm¬ 
er after she went to a knit¬ 
ting and stitching exhibition 
which had a section about 
Knit for Peace. 

Greta said: “I thought to 
myself: ‘There must be mass¬ 
es of knitters in Haverhill.’ 
And I started to sort of track 
them down.” 

This year, she needs Haver¬ 
hill knitters to create squares 
of fabric which will be turned 
into blankets. 

These will be shipped out 
to refugee camps to provide 
a crucial layer of warmth for 
the people living there over 
the winter months.

“Blankets are so important 
at the moment,” said Greta. 

Past Knit for Peace projects 
include “fish and chip jump¬ 
ers”, named after the news¬ 
paper used to wrap takeaway 
meals. 

Greta explained: “In Africa 
there were so many babies 
born that were not expected 
to live that they were wrapped 
up in newpaper [like fish and 
chips]. 

“We knitted masses and 
masses of little jumpers that 
the babies were wrapped in, 
in the hope that they would 
survive.” 

She urged anyone in Haver¬ 
hill who can knit to get in¬ 
volved in knitting blanket 
squares. 

Although she already has 
three bags full of squares, 
they are not being sent off un¬ 
til January so there is still time 
to donate them. 


Greta advised starting your 
square with a single stitch and 
increasing the number until it 
is six inches wide - there is no 
set number of stitches. 

You can drop any complet¬ 
ed squares into the “alibaba 
basket”, located at the Burton 
Centre in Camps Road. 

The bags of knitting are be¬ 
ing transported to the refugee 
camps thanks to a donation 
of £150 from Harry Zacha- 
riou, owner of DejaVu cafe in 
Queen Street. He has received 
a hand-made Christmas 
jumper as a thank you. 

The knitters meet on Mon¬ 
days at 1 lam at DejaVu.

HAVERHILL Citizens’ Advice Bu¬ 
reau is calling for more volunteers 
to help cope with its busiest time of 
the year. 

The bureau says volunteers don’t 
need special training, only spare 
time, a friendly attitude and an 
ability to get on with people. 

Mo Sandies, a former swimming 
teacher, has been volunteering 
and helping people seeking advice 
at Haverhill CAB for 20 years. She 
said: “When they come in, they’re 
so nervous, they’ve probably not 
slept the night before. What you’ve 
got to do is put them at ease and be 
natural with them.” 

Volunteers deal with a variety of 
problems and are likely to become 
general advisors, like Jackie Grace, 
who has been volunteering for 10 
years. 

She is the first port of call for 
people seeking advice, and has to 
deal with a wide range of different 
issues. She sees eight to 14 clients 
a day and spends 10 to 15 minutes 
with each person talking through 


their problems. 

She said: “I either come back with 
pamphlets and leaflets of advice 
and telephone numbers, or I will 
come back and say: ‘This person 
needs to sit down with somebody’.” 

Both advisors agree the experi¬ 
ence is rewarding. Jackie said: “You 
learn an awful lot.” 


The call for volunteers is all the 
more urgent because one of the 
bureau’s busiest times of year is ap¬ 
proaching. 

Jackie said: “In January and Feb¬ 
ruary we will have lots of people 
coming in with separations and 
divorce, or people who have over¬ 
spent at Christmas and want budg¬ 


eting advice.” 

Those wanting to volunteer or 
seek advice can drop into Haver¬ 
hill CAB from 10am to 1.30pm on 
Monday, Tuesday, Thursday and 
Friday, or get telephone advice on 
Thursday and Friday from 1.30pm 
to 3pm.

POLICE 


Tweets by police 
show workload 


A TWEETATHON by Suffolk 
police has given an insight 
into the incidents they have 
to deal with on a daily basis. 

For 24 hours, starting from 
7am on Thursday, Decem¬ 
ber 17, volunteer police of¬ 
ficers and staff in the control 
room tweeted the details of 
calls as they came in. 

In that time, police dealt 
with 548 incidents with 245 
calls coming through 999. 

More than one million 
people were reached with 
the tweets which detailed a 
large majority of the calls. 

Superintendent Louisa 
Pepper, lead for the contact 
and control room, said: “I’m 
really pleased to say that the 
event was a huge success. 

“It was a big risk for us to 
take, as we have never be¬ 
fore given the public such

ready access to the informa¬ 
tion we receive. 

“I am very glad we took the 
risk however, as we achieved 
our aim of showing people 
just a small part of what po¬ 
licing today involves.” 

Incidents ranged from do¬ 
mestic disputes and alarm 
activations to missing peo¬ 
ple and assaults. 

Supt Pepper added: “The 
majority of our communi¬ 
ties think our work is purely 
about traditional policing, 
and responding to reports of 
crime, but the demand we 
face is far wider than this, 
covering all areas of com¬ 
munity safety, vulnerability 
and safeguarding. 

“This was a great chance 


for us to demonstrate this, 
while providing advice and 
information and highlight¬ 
ing how police telephone 
numbers should be used. 

“The response to the event 
was overwhelmingly posi¬ 
tive, showing us that people 
really are interested in what 
their police service does and 
are very keen to understand 
how our work has changed.” 

Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Tim Passmore 
said it was a “vivid illustra¬ 
tion” of the volume of work 
the police undertake. 

He said: “It was a really 
good opportunity for every¬ 
one to see exactly what our 
police officers deal with on 
a day-to-day basis, and do¬ 
ing this in real-time made 
this a particularly authentic 
exercise.”

Be careful what you tweet 


HMRC is using a massive data- 
mining tool to catch tax evaders, 
and that includes snooping on 
social media accounts. So should 
we be censoring our online 
selves? Katie Wright finds out 

Posting a photo of an artfully-arranged plate 
at a posh restaurant is one of social media's 
greatest joys - or irritations, depending on who 
you ask - but did you know your #foodporn 
snap could land you in trouble with the tax 
man? 

That's because HM Revenue & Customs uses a 
data-driven behemoth to sniff out tax dodgers. 
Called Connect, the tool has "the capacity to 
highlight patterns in HMRC's rich reserves of 
taxpayer and third party data, allowing us to 
find anomalies between such things as bank 
interest, property income and other lifestyle 
indicators, and a customer's stated tax liability". 
An extremely powerful system, Connect 
uncovers in minutes what a fleet of private 
investigators beavering away could take weeks 
to find. 

It's aimed at a whole raft of tax avoidance 
strategies - from errors and legal loopholes to 
outright fraud - but also uses social media to 


identify discrepancies and to try and plug the 
estimated £34 billion annual tax gap. 

So if your Facebook page is an endless parade 
of expensive-looking holidays, dinners and 
shopping trips, but you're paying very little tax, 
the bods at HMRC are going to want to know 
why. 

Since its pilot in 2008, the data-mining 
approach has netted an extra £3 billion in 
tax revenue, part of the reason the tax gap is 
steadily declining - it was down 6.4% last year. 
But is it really fair to use social media as a 
barometer for a person's wealth? 

What if you are taken out for dinner at a new 
restaurant but you don't foot the bill? 

Or if you snag a designer coat at a cut-price 
sample sale - could you be penalised for your 
thriftiness? 

In reality, you're probably safe, because nabbing 
Twitter show-offs isn't Connect's priority. 

It's mostly used to target big-time fraudsters 
who are hiding businesses or off-shore 
accounts, plus it relies on public data (but can 
demand that companies hand over data if a tax 
case depends on it). 

If anything, though, this social site trawling 
might have an unintended benefit: it might 
cause humble braggers - people who post 
ostensibly self-deprecating statuses just to 
highlight their lavish lifestyles - to keep schtum.

A LMOST half of motorists 

would call the police if they 
saw a stranger getting behind 
the wheel when clearly over the 
drink-drive limit, according to new 
research. 

Some 49 per cent of people 
would alert the authorities if they 
spotted someone who had drunk 
too much getting ready to drive, 
the survey of 29,568 motorists 
found. 

This figure plummets when 
the situation involves a friend (3 
per cent) or relative (2 per cent), 
although 78 per cent said they 
would take away the car keys and 
call a cab if it arose when they 
were meant to be getting a lift 
home from a festive party. 

The research was commissioned 
by motoring organisation the AA 
to mark the launch of its joint anti¬ 
drink-drive campaign with Irish 
whiskey brand Jameson. 

AA president Edmund King said: 
"There are more temptations to 
drink and drive at this time of year 
but there is also more likelihood 
of being caught as half of drivers 


would report a drink-driving 
stranger and most police forces will 
breathalyse all those in crashes. 

"Worse public transport, more 
parties or relatives to pick up 
should not be an excuse to drink 


and drive." 

Latest Department for Transport 
figures show the annual number of 
drink-drive fatalities in Britain has 
fallen significantly from 1,640 in 
1979 to 230 in 201 3. 



SWOOP: New Porsche Boxster 


Porsche confirms 
’16 price realignment 

PORSCHE has confirmed that 
the 2016 Boxster will, for the 
first time, be more expensive 
than the Cayman sister car, as the 
duo receive a significant mid-life 
update and new four-cylinder 
turbocharged engines. 

The new ranges, dubbed 718 
versus the outgoing model's 918 
designation, will be realigned 
to mirror the 911 's, where 
convertible models are more 
expensive by default. Previously, 
the more performance-focused 
Cayman was the pricier. 

It's not clear yet whether the 
Boxster will simply become much 
more expensive or whether the 
two models will swap price points, 
with the Cayman getting cheaper. 

Porsche has set no date for the 
arrival of downsized engines but 
says they are definitely coming, 
with 'equally powerful' versions 
for both cars. 

Both the Boxster and the 
Cayman are expected to debut at 
the Geneva Motor Show in March.
